ANCIENT AMERICA. 


lin e e s of M on F lo u r is h in g H e re a T h o ti- 
suiitl 1 cu r» Ajfo. 


A correspondent of the New York Herald 
accompanying the Haydi% survey in Arizo­ 
na says: 
The U m ltsofiheiectlon of country abound­ 
ing in nrehl-toric rem ains sennas to be well 
denned, for when th e first rn ned b lilding i s 
observed m any more are found in th e im m e­ 
diate vicinity; und so through the whoie 
country occupying the conjunctive corners of 
Colorado, U tah, A rizona und New Mexico 
will be found scattered, m ire or less thickly, 
these evidences of a former greatness, until, 
finally,conv rglngfrom th ls b a ire n waste, 
the las ve-tage has been passed. 
On the MeEeno som e tw enty miles from 
the san Ju an R iven utns were found of which 
i he writer relates: 
Just North of our cam p, scarcely a quarter 
of a mile distant, stood a collection of the 
most complicated and ext nded ruins wehud 
yet seen. The general shape of th e group 
was asemiclrele, run ning from ihe Nor.ti 
around through the West to the Sou'll of 
where th<-> commenced. The entire length 
was some 275 feet. In the e ectlon of th d r 
durable structures ««definite plan seemed to 
have been l'ollow^l by the architects, al­ 
though, for all we can tell, they m ay have 
had adlstliict purpose In every peculiarity of 
design. Thooutei walls of this fortress (for 
everything indicated that It had been used 
us such) stood on a solid layer of rock, or 
sei les of lion Idors e. hundred feet above the 
creek, while the walls of the interior of the 
arc stood on the level ground below, thus 
forming two .successive stories to lhe build­ 
ing, the higher of which was undoubtedly 
approached from the top of the lower by 
means of ladders. The building stone was 
all roughly cut or trim m ed lm o rectangular 
and cubical blocks and plastered together 
w ith lhe hands of th e workmen. It Is u 
m atter of certainty that In all or most of their 
housebuilding these 
people employed no 
m ason’s or builder's tools, for the prints of 
th e lingers, knuckles, nail.-, and nnd whole 
hands are .li-tlnctly impressed In th e mud, 
which is now as hard as th e rocks w hich It 
Joinstogotheo. The very veins an d finest 
lines on the skin of the fingers Is visible ev­ 
ery where on the edges of the m ortar. We 
cannot Imagine the am ount of labor In c u t­ 
ting stone, carrying it from the hillsides and 
building It Into thousands of cubic feet of 
wall that Is represented in one such produc­ 
tion of those ancient people. Perhaps thon- 
Niiids of hands were employed for m any 
years, although m any things suggest the 
idea of rapidity in 
the erection of such 
strongholds. 


Some time, about the sixth or seventh cen­ 
tury, A. I), a race of people appeared on the 
Western Continent cal led l he Toltecs. W heth­ 
er they were autochthones, springing from 
the soil,or w hether they migrated to this 
country from ano ther, Is not settled, a u d it 
is a matter of much conjecture; hut the lat­ 
ter supposition seems the most probable, for 
their sudden appearance can be accounted 
for In no other way. They m ay have come 
over from Asia and penetrated‘South ward to 
Central America, for their m anners customs 
and modes of living so far as wo can ascer­ 
tain. resembled closely those of tho Orientals 
They were an Industrious, harmless pe .ccftil 
people, employing, to a certain exten t, the 
linearis, and In some parts of Central Amer­ 
ica mighty edifices of stone, carved and pol­ 
ished and built In fantastic shapes, repre­ 
senting huge serpents and im aginary beasts, 
still remain to bear evidence of the advance­ 
m ent of the times and the proficiency of the 
architects. Ab -ut the twelfth cem ury a race 
of people known as the Aztecs, fierce, bar­ 
barous and uncultured, came down from the 
Northward and conquered nnd subjugated 
the Tot tec race. F o ra tim e they ruled nnd 
m ade slaves of tho vanquished people, but 
the Aztles sei-m to have been a Iribo th at 
sprung up suddenly and as quleklv d isap ­ 
peared, for w--lose all trace of them aftor 
they once su nk into oblivion. Not so how ­ 
ever. the rol tecs. Until la'ely there seemed 
to be a wide gap In time betwoeu those an­ 
cient races and the Indian race of to-day. 
The connect lug lin k seems to be the modern 
Moquis, who so undoubtedly Uecended from 
the builders of the ancient ruins we aro now 
In ves (gating, and I hoy In i heir turn were in 
all probability rem nants of the subjugated 
Toltec r.ieo, e ouped from bondage. 
The 
builders of these ruins seem to lrtve come 
from ihe South and built N orthw ard, and 
w -re then diiven back step by srep; for gener­ 
ally the lowcrmo.t i uins are the m ost per­ 
fectly preserved and evidently ;he m o st re­ 
cent, becoming more complicated as their 
creators retired Southward. F o ra tim e this 
scattered people seem to have regained their 
freed an, p ospcrad and multiplied, spread­ 
ing i heir towns and secreted comm unities 
throughout most all of tho canons, of the 
tributaries of the.-an Ju an , and thence West 
usfnras tee Colorado river. But presently 
another foe, as rel ntless and persecuting as 
the A zees, appeared on ihe ncone. These 
were the m-len Ute Indians, who were a 
strong, bloody trib-, iuhablting a section of 
country North of th e sa n Jimn. We have 
this fact from tho traditions, both of the pres­ 
ent U tesand the Moquis; and, although mere 
Indian traditions are not data on which to 
bn-e fm-ts, still they help to establish truths 
when tak n In connection with other facts 
w hich aro Indisputable. All ihe U te s a tth e 
preso a I day will tell the traveler through 
this country that these ruins are “ Moquitch" 
remains. Wo made It a poiutto a sk lhe 
question whenever we had the opportunity 
and 
invariably received the sam e reply. 
Sfiowliigiv pai ty of l Ttes one day a collection 
of pottery which we had gathered, wo inqulr 
ed of tln-m whether tt was Ute pottery and 
wer answ ered“ M oqulteh,” with a point of 
th e finger Southward- As we were digging 
In one of t he old graves a t another tim e a Uto 
passed by, who informed us that It was a 
‘ M qqitchcache.” We have been repeatedly 
tqld that the walls of houses In the vicinity 
wore th -seof “ M oqm teh” houses, nnd It. is 
certain t i n t this idea prevails am ong the 
Navajo Indians ay well us the Utes, th a t the 
Moquis onoelnhabited all thlscountry many 
years ago, beyond the reeolleetloes of their 
grandfathers. The Ute trad It Ions which have 
been handed down from one generation totho 
next for centuries, give accounts of a war 
w ith this race long ago, in which the Moquis 
were drivon from the country. We know 
th a t between three and four centuries ago 
ihe seven Moqul towns occupied their pres­ 
ent positions on the mesas of Arizona, and 
we therefore conclude tha! these ruins pos­ 
sess a still greaterantiqulty. It is qu l'e cer­ 
tain thuttlie present Moqul towns were not 
built until after the tribe had been driven 
Soui h a n d took Ihely lust stand there, where 
they liavo aluce rem ained undisturbed for 
m a n y hundred years 
In regard to th e an ­ 
tiquity of the ruins a groat diversity of opin­ 
ion exists 
Sotno writers give them an cn- 
tlquity of nearly a thousand years, while 
o'hers set t hem down us being not far from 
three hundred. It Is not probable, however, 
th a t they have been standing, as near as 11 Is 
possible to conjecture from the external evi­ 
dences which toe.v present, for a tim e In the 
neighborhood of ,500 or COO years. 
M any of 
the crumbled moulds of stone and clay could 
uot possibly have beo-ime decomposed to 
such an extent as we find them in less time 
ny the ordinary action of the elements, and 
especially in such a dry, equable atmosphere 
a s characterizes tho whole ruin country. 
W hatever the genealogy or origin ot these 
people, there can be not tiie sliu ie of a doubt 
that they were the ancestors of those present 
Inotr-nslye industrial tribes living In New 
'toxico and Arizona know n as tho Pueblo, 
Moqul and Zuñí,

Fine Opening for Capital. 


The Fruit Trade. 


This years experience has taught 
the fruit growers of California th at to 
market their crops profitably they 
must be put up in some shape so as to 
bear transportation, that is, they must 
be preserved or dried. The produc­ 
tion was small owing to the late frosts 
yet the San Francisco markot was 
glutted, and the range of prices very 
low. 
The shipments to the States al­ 
so turned out badly. 
About one hun­ 
dred car loads principally pears were 
sent East, but paid no freight, and 
most of them netted a considerable 
loss. 
It i9 now generally admitted 
that even with the present area in 
orchards a full crop will so reduce 
prices as to 
render fruit growing 
wholly unprofitable. The fruit grow­ 
ers are therefore earnestly consider­ 
ing the question of canning their 
crops. According to the best authori­ 
ties there is practically no limit to tho 
market for preserved or dried fruit, if 


The increased production of Irish po­ 
! tatoes in Los Angeles has reduced the 
j price nearer to the rates obtained in 
I the W est. 
W e believe the lowest 
price reached this year is three quar­ 
ters of a cent per pound. There is 
money in this cultivation when half a 
cent per pound can be obtained, as the 
yield is »o large in this section. 
It is 
not likely therefore th at the decline 
in prices this S um m er will in the least 
check the cultivation. 
On the contra­ 
ry the area put uudercultivation next 
Spring will probably double that of 
this year. It is likely therefore 
th at 
there will henceforth be an opening 
for a new branch of business, the m an ­ 
ufacture of starch, in this county. The 
process of extracting the starch from 
this vegetable is extremely simple. 
The potato contains tw enty per cent 
of pure starch, held in simple solution 
and combined w ith but little foreign 
element. The process of manufacture 
therefore consists simply of a m echan­ 
ical seperation of the starch. 
The po­ 
tato is ground into pulp, and thestarch 
simply washed out of this by a stream 
of water. The wash is allowed to set­ 
tle in a tank whence the deposit is ta ­ 
ken, an d after bciug strained, to re­ 
move dirt and sand, is exposed on a 
door to dry, when the process is com­ 
plete. The requirements therefore for
